After ;i strong preparatory cannonad- 
ing, they attaclced, tat were repulsed 
with .great loss. 

"The Japanese vigorously attacked 
the Gaotu pass positions, and took one 
of our entrenclnncnts, from which they 
wer dislodged by a counter attack, but 
wo finally abandoned tbe entrench- 
ment because it was entirely de- 
stroyed. 

"Our detachment near the Village Ol 
Kudiaza, after repulsing live -violent at- 
tacks and Inllicting great loss, assum- 
ed the defensive."

Itev. IJ. 11. Gowou, of Trinity I'arlsh, 
Sialtle, continued his course ot lectures 
here on Tuesday ' lust.

the purpose by .Mr. Harrison. .Mr. Govveu 
sjioke lu.- the afternoon on "Dante ns Ills- I 
torltttt and Politician." Having dealt on 
a inevlous occasion, with "Dante as I'oet," 
-Mr. Gowen continued hy pointing out tlint, 
although the poet belongs to all time, the 
great genius of Uunte was in a measure 
concentrated, by the limitations of his own 
< ra, -upon .the great civil and . religious 
nmvomcnts of that era. -Cante hands the 
great Gothic force of . the renaissance, | 
and, -while in pathos, In eurneatncus, 
and In llery eniphaslB, he has been sur- 
piissed only by Hebrew poets and prophets, 
Ills serious soul fully grasped the great 
iiutloiial problems wlilch confronted and re- 
tlecti'd the Jlge which he dominated, and 
which were, lu a semse, bounded by these. 
Uante, In truth, "follOWC^- the gleam," and 
to they who do this there can bo no period 
of dreamless rest with "sect" or "party," 
for the truth must continue to move and 
;ift forever from snge and teacher, through 
svKteins and creeds ami governments, burst- 
lug the trammels ot Ll'ranDy, bigotry and 
si-iiolaHtlcisms, upw-iird and onward toward 
divine liberty. Thus, when Dante peopled 
Ills hell with the grent culprits of history 
he did so without prejudice and with an 
absolute and always poullc Justice.

CURTIS'S INDIANS. 

', Those who visited the Art Depart- 
ment of the Vietoria Exhibition last" fall 

will roniciubcr liaviuL: scon ii striking 
oolloi'tion of porlniils of ludiim types by 
ID. S. Curtis of .'^cattle, who is, probably, 
fhe greatest photographic artist in Am- 
erica tffdny. Tiiosc pictures are more 
titan mere plioldirraphs. They arc pic- 
tures which pns>^css artistic elTccts to be 
found only on the canvas of the uroat- 
est iiaintcrs. 

In Scribncr's MaKa/.inc for iMarch, (!. 
(Bird Orinnell, the -well 'known writer on 
the Indians of "Xorth Americn, has chos- 
en soinc of Curlis's pictures as jlbistra- 
li(uis for an arliclc on Indian types. 
Tlie photographs are reproduced in col- 
or with marvelous success and add 
wondcrfnlly to the,intereBt of the letter- 
press which is really inlondcd to be n 
<'ointnentary on the pictures tlieinsolves. 
In commenuug ou .the artistic results 
achieved, Grinnell says: "It is easy to 
conceive that if Cnrtis shall have his 
health, and shall live for ten years, he 
will then have accumulated material for 
the tiicatest artistic and historical work 
in American ethnology that has ever 
'been conceived of." 

The author soys that the photographs 
are not like those which anyone has 
seen. The resnlt.s which Curtis gets 
with bis camera stir, as one is stirred 
by a great painting, and when we are 
thus moved by a picture and share the 
thought and feeling that the artist had 
when he made the picture we may rec- 
ognize it as a- work of art. 

It is interesting to note how this work 
in which Cnrtis is now euf;af;ei! develop- 
ed. First of all he began photograpning 
Indians of the Northwest near his home 
at Seattle, which, it is needless to say, 
are allied to our Coast tribes. So suc- 
cessful was lie that he joined the Har- 
riman expedition in Alaska in 1S99 and 
there extended hjs knowledge of the 
North American tribes. The idea 
dawned upon him that there was a 
preat lichl as yet unworked and that 
was to rvprodnce from, the living exam- 
ple the types of people who first inhab- 
ited the western part of North America. 
It was a field in which hundreds ot 
tribes and remnants of tribes still lived, 
some ot which retained nnuiy of their 
primitive customs ami ancient l)clicfs. 
To accomplish a task of this kind, which 
meant much travel and great expense 
and unending toil, with limited means 
and a family to support, was (piito be- 
yonil the an;liition of the ordinary man. 
but as ideas take hold and possess the 
individual so they finally conquer. He 
undertook the work and visited many 
tribes, chiefly those of the Southwest, 
and especially the Navajo and various 
people of the Pueblo. He has also 
been pre(;ent at ceremonies of the tribes 
of the Northern plains, his purpose be- 
ing to picture the Indian as uniirimitivr, 
unposed, nnartificial, living' his daily li/ft 
and goinj; .about bis daily afl'.airs. ^'dii- 
tinnin;; with a fixeil purpusc of this kind 
he has accomplished from an ethnologi- 
cal point of view n great task, and, as 
Grinnell says, if he is spared to com- 
plete it will have made the greatest and 
most valnahle collection of the kind in 
the world. 

In addition to the faithful reproduc- 
tion of details he lias imported into his 
pictures, they are the very hci.u'ht of art, 
ipossossin^' I'lTects which have heretofore 
only heeii ]Hissible throu^'h the painter's 
brush, 'I'lie cam(-r:i is shi.vishly faitliful 
to detail, omitting nothing, and supply- 
ing nothing not in the original, Ic is 
through the manipulation of light and 
beauty of line and of composition, nays 
■(.Jriiniell, that Curtis is able to niaki' his 
jiersonulity felr and give play to his inia- 
giuation. Grinnell is the greatest au- 
thority on Indians today in America, 
that is to say, h<' has the most familiar 
Iciiowh'dgc uf ihcii- way::, customs, tra- 
ditJons and manner of thought. Ills 
books on the Indians ore not mere aca- 
domicnl treatises, but are full of human 
life and interest, .\iiait from what he 
iias to say on the Curtis pii turos, to 
wlii<'li refereni-e has lieeu nuule, .two or 
three eliserva I ions on the Indians are 
w(U'thy of consideration.

welcome any serious dilTercnces iu the 
'Liberal party, which will tend to weak- 
en it, and will not eudcavqr to remove 
any cause for embarrassment. H<^wevor, 
many in the ranks of both Ial)Grals and 
Conservatives are strcnm'ly <ipposed on 
princiido lo the step taken by Sir "Wil- 
frid Latirie- in connection with separ- 
ate schools, and if Sir Wilfrid should 
persist in a policy outlined in his speech 
in introducing the bill providiuR for pro- 
vincial autonomy in the >,'orthw(>st Ter- 
rit<iries, trouble is certainly i" .store for 
liini and the Liberal Party. 

There are differences of opinion as to 
u hethor it is compulsory upon the Dom- 
inion Government to continue the separ- 
ate school system in the now proviiu'cs; 
that is to say, whether separate schools 
should 1)6 written into the Act creating 
them or ho left with tho provinces them- 
selves after being former! to deal ■with. 
Under section 0;i of the N. A. Act, 
provincial legislatures ure empowered 
to excbisively make laws in relation to 
oducatiou, but this power is sul)ject to 
certain <'Onditions. Sub-section 1 says 
that ••nothing in any such law .shall prc- 
jiuliciaily afl'ect any right or privilege 
with respect to denominational schools 
whirl; any class of persons have by law 
in the Province at the Union." Sir Wil- 
frid La-.-.riei .says that by virtue of this 
Iirovision it is ohli.iratory upon the I>oni- 
inion tiovernnunit to atllrni such rights 
in the Act of autonomy, because separ- 
ate s< hools are by law already in exist- 
ence. He goes farther, however, and 
seeks to impose upon the new provinces 
a linancial iluty, whereby' a certain pio- 
visiou must be made iu a certain way 
for such schools. Iu other words, the 
public funds of the provinces > are ap- 
portioned iu advance of provincial legis- 
lation. It is propo..,o,l, praclieally, to 
endow seiiarate schools of whatever 
class for all time to conie. This seems 
to be the most vital objection to the 
present bill. 'With one hand it is pro- 
posed to give tho provinces exclusive 
right to legislate upon educational mat- 
ters and absolute control over the dis- 
position, of their own revenues, which, 
of course, are guaranteed to them by the 
15. N. A. "Act, but with the other il is 
proposed to limit the first rij;ht and to 
M'iijiisly (lualify the second. 
As a mutter of fact, the feeling that 
is muuifcstcd throughout the country 
arises out of opposition to thpi principles 
f separate schools rather than to any 
uiistitutional variation of provisions of 
llic U.N. A. Act. We must ieci)t;ni/.e thai 
that attitude is seeiarian railicr than 
icadcmical. With that phase ot tin; 
•ase we have nothing lo ilo, nor do wo 
wish in the least to echo seutinicnts bas- 
ed upon such cousideratious. The iiues- 
tion to consider is whether Sir WUfrid 
Lauricr iu his zeal for coustitutional 
principles has exceeded the limits of 
his constitutional autliority, The gen- 
eral opinion of his party outside of 
tinebec is that be has. Yesterday we 
<Hioted at length the opinion of the 
Globe, and a number of constitutional 
authorities whose oiiinions have lieen 
asked coiqcide in this view. An In- 
<lian was once described as being so 
straight that he leaned l)ack. That is 
•Sir Wilfrid's attitude on the school 
ipiestion. 

In this connection, it is pertinent to 
ask if it were necessary to deal -with 
the subject at all in the measure grant- 
ing auiiinoniy to the Northwest Terri- 
tories'.' Ceriaiidy not, constitutionally, 
we tiiink. The educational rights of de- 
noi.iiiia lions, as tliey previously exist, 
under the terms of the B. N. A. Act go 
wiih the Territories us iiroviiices into 
Coiifi'.leratiiiu, 111 fia;;i:;;^,- school laws, 
il. therefore, becomes iucuniheiu upon 
the lej,'isla lures to ^ivi' elfict to those 
liirhts and not upon the Doiiiiiiion oi; 
Canada, If ihis he not done, recourse 
lies ill niipiMl to ilie <-ouris, whicli can 
dvlermiiie ilie '■>ili'm to which remedial 
le^'isiatinn is iiceessary. This, it is con- 
leiided, is ihe |iriui.iple which Sir Wil- 
frid I-aurier should have rc<-oKni/.ed. Hy 
so doiiit: lie would ||„ve been relieved of 
the responsibility of (letvnnining tlic ex- 
tent lo which liroiectioii of deiioiiiina- 
tioiial rights should |,c lu'ovidcd, or the 
exact form which if should take. lie 
would' have also fully reeo^;iii/.cd the ex- 
clusive jarisdictioii of l\u\ provinces in 
educational matters. Subsectii as 2, ;! 
and 4 of section Oa of the B. N. A. Act 
indicate fully the methods hy whiih 
protection is aflforded, and as we (on- 
strue the whole section, the duty of 
safeguarding the educational rii;his in 
question does not, In the first place, de- 
volve upon tho Federal Government. 
.Vs we take il, the .section is an instruc- 
tion exclusively to the provinces in fram- 
ing their constitution. 

Sir Wilfrid Laiirier has md in his jiast 
career, though a Catholic, been a slave 
to hierarchical influence, and in his 
yonii;.'e|- days Was frecmcnt ly at war 
with the clergy of his cliurcdi upon ipies- 
tions, which were vir'<ir<msiy fought out 
in (^Kdicc hctweeii the rilraiiioiitaiie.-;

llio matter, not only in regard to the 
educational features, but in respect to 
the nature of the finanifial relations pro- 
posed, goes to show that the Liberal 
par^j as u whole had nut been consulted 
about the details. It is, perhaps, going 
too far to say that bis head has liecu 
turned liy success such as has been the 
fortune of but few, if any, statesmen 
iu Canada, but it is fair to a-ssumo that 
it has had an effect in creating a desire 
for dictatorship in wlii(;h the inlluenco 
of personal political friends has often 
grealor weight than the views of the 
party ot' which he is the head and lead- 
er. At all events in measures of the 
greatest momeut.i^e has taken the reins 
in' his 'owTi liands, and knowing the pres- 
tige of -Ms name, and how necessary ho 
is to the ebhtihuaV extetence of the Lib- 
eral part5',;;he has become arbitrary in 
the exercise ot hl's power. 

The situation created by his latest 
coup is far more serious- tliaiil he appar- 
ently realizes. Ueligious feeling, or pre- 
judice, or conviction, or .sontiment, or 
by whatever other name you call it, is 
far deeper and stronger than political nl 
Icgiance. It is serious not only politi- 
<'ally, so far as the >jiberal jiart.V is con 
ccmctd, but it is calcniiitcd to develop in 
a inark(;d degree tlios<' sectional and 
seidarian differences which wi> haiT; hn)i- 
ed had largely been obliterated by the 
growth of a common t'anadianisin and 
the development of a spirit' of toleration 
towards whi<di Sir Wilfrid himself has 
contriluited much by exaniple and pre- 
cept. In the opinion of many, what con- 
.senuences may fidlow would have beiui 
avoideil by following the obvious policy 
of leaving with the new provinces tho 
exclusive right of framing their own edu- 
cational systems in accordance with the 
provisions of the Act oU Confederation, 
and subject to the limitation It Imposes.

und families, yearly, to Victoria for per- 
fii.'inent rttildeuce. Speaking for Eastern 
Canada, It would probably siiri>rlso your 
i;ltlzena to know how few people east of 
the luorntains know of Victoria, where It 
Ic, or anything about It.

cent corporation (now one of the most pow- 
erful transportation orgaulzatioas In the 
v,-orld) headed by the Indefatlgalile .Sir 
Thomas SUaughnessey, will be found to be 
of the very highetit value and linportauce 
to your city, also to Vancouver island de- 
velopment and prosperity.

This is 
best made with c(|ual pans of olive or 
cast<ir oil. and lime walei-, wcdl mi.xid, 
if no olher oil is at hand linseed oil will 
do, but it is apt to sti(d; too severcdy to 
tlie burn and couse pain in removal. 
Castor oil by the quart is clioa)). lime 
water i.s readily made at home. To pro,- 
paro ft two quart jar of carron oil is no 
e.x peii.se or trouble, as it. will keep in- 
delimlely, and to bavo it ready for nse 
when needed, is every thing. ""Wot. soft 
cloths (while of course)^ In the oil arid 
wrap the burns quiekly, outside the 
cloths, .so that it will not stick on the 
burned surface, pack ilry Hour, and over 
It lay cotton balling. The flour cools, 
and the flour and baiting both exclude 
the air.
